Borough 
farewell to 
Bob Jones 

THE royal borough is saddened to learn of 
the death of local community figure Bob 
Jones, who passed away on April 5, aged 
91. Bob was involved in local politics in the 
Eltham area throughout his life, and was 
also a highly respected figure in the Unison 
trade union. He played a significant role in 
setting up the Community Association of 
New Eltham (CANE) in 1996 with the then 
local councillor Peter May. The centre is still 
operating and providing services to local 
residents to this day. 


company that he was working for. 

The 28-year-old appeared at Bexley 
Magistrates Court last Monday (April 
18) where he was fined £350 and ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge of £35 and a 
contribution towards prosecution costs 
of £500. 

The prosecution came after royal 
borough investigators had seen his car 
parked on three separate occasions 
in the same disabled bay. The vehicle 
displayed his mother’s Blue Badge, issued 
by Southwark Council, and on the third 
occasion they waited for him to return to 
his car. 

Investigators queried why he had parked 
for three days running in the same place 
and Mr Miah explained he was attending 
a training course. 

He admitted using his mother’s badge 
but said he thought he could use the badge 
as his car was registered to transport his 
mother. Officers did not believe his story, 
confiscated the badge and invited him to 
attend a formal interview under caution. 

At his interview he was apologetic and 
remorseful for his actions stating that he 
had never been in trouble before. During 
last Monday’s case he pleaded guilty 
to one charge under the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984. 

In sentencing him, the court took into 
account that he had entered an early 
guilty plea and showed remorse for his 
actions. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for customer services 
said: “As part of its on-going commitment 
to prevent and detect fraud the royal 
borough is taking rigorous action with 
Blue Badge misuse. This is good news 
for all genuine Blue Badge holders who 
so often are inconvenienced by other car 
drivers who take up valuable parking 
spaces whilst misusing Blue Badges they 
have no right to use.”

£75k cash boost 
for women's 
support centre 


A PIONEERING support centre for 
women has received a £75,000 cash 
boost. 

The Her Centre in Greenwich is getting 
a £74,925 grant over three years from the 
Lloyds Bank Foundation.

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Reining in 
rogue traders 

TRADING Standards investigators issued 
warnings to doorstep sellers and spoke 
to householders who could have been 
potential victims of rogue traders. 

It was part of a week-long operation 
from April 1 1 -1 5 to crack down on traders 
failing to comply with the law and saw 
council officers working with the Met 
police. 

The coordinated effort was part of 
Operation Rogue Trader 201 6 - a national 
campaign to tackle doorstep criminals, 
including rogue traders, loan sharks and 
distraction burglars. 

Using information from National Trading 
Standards Scams Team (NTSST), the local 
trading standards team intervened in 
20 separate cases of scam mail and gave 
advice to victims. Specific advice was given 
to eight traders regarding compliance 
with the law while residents were also told 
about mass marketing fraud, and how 
prize draws and competitions are used to 
defraud vulnerable residents out of their 
money. 

Under the'Mail Marshal' programme 
residents can send suspected scam mail to 
NTSST for investigation. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 
community safety & environment said: 

"The council remains firmly committed to 
tackling rogue traders operating anywhere 
in the borough. Through partnership 
working with the Metropolitan Police and 
also the National Scams team, we can 
stamp out such criminal activity while 
raising awareness of scams and rogues 
traders to residents."
